bration of tho two hundredth anni- 
versary of his birth. 


"To contemplate his unselfish de- 


votion to duty, his courage, his pa- 
tience, his genius, his 
statesman- 


ship, and his accomplishments for 
his country and the world refreshes 
the spirit, the wisdom, and the pa- 
triotism of our people. 


"Therefore, 
I, 
Herbert Hoover, 


presiJent of the United States of 
America, acting in accoid -with the 
purposes of the congiess, do invite 
all our people to organize themselves 
through every community and every 
association to do honor to the mem- 
ory of Washington during the period 
from February 22nd to Tanksgiving 
day. 


"And I hereby direct that on the

Henderson Fears "Evil Con-

Giflieva— (/P>— The world disarma- 


ment conference, attended by the 
statesmen of three 
score nations, 


opened this evening 
after having 


been delayed for an hour while the. 
league of nations council met to con- 
sider the problem In the far east. 


Arthur Henderson, 
the former 


British cabinet minister who Is act- 
ing as chairman, began the session 
with an outline of its problems. 


"I refuse to contemplate even the 


possibility of fialure," he said, "for 
if we fail no one can foretell the^evil 
consequences that might ensue." 


The enfeebled chairman, who has 


been 
in poor health 
for several 


weeks, spoke for more than an hour. 


He called upon the delegates to 


"seize this opportunity— while it is 
still ours— to lead the peoples of the 
world one more step toward the high 
table land of peace 
and coopera- 


tion." 
At the outset he 
referred to the 


ominous thundermgs from the far 
cast. 
Fear Eastern Situatiun 


"I feel bound to refer to the tragic 


fact that at the moment when this 
conference begins its work we are 
confronted with a situation of such 
extreme gravity as that which now 
exists in the far east," he said. 


"It is imperative that all the sign- 


atories of the league of nations cov- 
enant and of other 
international 


treaties should make it their busi- 
ness to insure the strict observance 
of those great safeguards 
against 


acts of violence and war " 


The conference opened in a more 


encouraging atmosphere than 
had 


been expected because of the United 
stand of the great powers in protest- 
;ng continuance of the 
hostilities 


jn China, as outlined at the extraor- 
dinary meeting of the league council 
3USt before the disarmament confer- 
ence began.

WAR GAME IS 


DESCRIBED BY 
NAVAL OFFICER 


Tells of "Blue Fleet's" Ef- 


forts to Take Trans- 


ports to Hawaii

(Assistant to Chief of Staff) 


U. S. S. California, at Sea—(XP)— 


For more than 24 hours the ships 
of the "Blue Fleet" have been sea- 
bound for the army-navy tactical 
exercises along the shores of Hawaii. 


Throughout yesterday ship after 


ship, single units, or large groups, 
making more than 60 naval vessels 
running 
escort to 
25 transports, 


sortied from 
the 
harbors of Los 


Angeles and San Diego, "formed up" 
under their commanders and took 
station for the advance. 


The first to leave the base har- 


bors in time of war normally 
are 


the mine sweepers, for there always 
is the chance an alert enemy has 
mined your doorstep but authorita- 
tive reports show the mine layers, of 
the "Black fleet" our opponents in 
these exercises to be at Pearl har- 
bor, the Hawaiian naval base, so we 
have had no fear of mines off our 
harbors from this source. 


If the threat of mines were pres- 


ent, the fleet's course from the. har- 
bor to the safety" of deep water 
would be swept by the mine sweep- 
ers of the blue fleet. These vessels, 
really sturdy ocean going tugs, work 
in Paris, each with one end of the 
sweep on board. 
Succeeding pairs 


follow in echelon, until the full width 
of the prescribed channel has been 
cleaned. Mines caught by the sweeps 
and brought to the surface can be 
disposed of 
quickly 
with a well 


planted shot from the guns of the 
sweeper. 


Work, but Not Glory 


Sweeper service is hard work, with 


its full share of dangers and it brings 
too little recognition in war and in 
peace as well. 


Equally entitled to a place in the 


front rank when the fleet puts to 
sea is the destroyer. 


The destroyer's part at the time 


of the fleet's sortie has to do with 
submarines, for it is a favorite plan 
to station a submarine or two off 
the enemy's ports to observe his 
movements and report them. 
The 


task of our destroyers is to keep the 
enemy submarines down. 


The transports loaded with sold- 


iers are 
our treasure trove. 
"We 


cannot do what we have undertak- 
en if we fail to bring these soldiers, 
the ultimate factor in the dispute, 
to the very ground we want to 
seize. 


Therefore our chief concern now 


that we are at sea Is to safeguard 
our transports.

Dr. Spengler views the 
Western 


world today as in a period of declin- 
ing- civilization. For the last four- 
teen years he has continued his re- 
rfearches. Events have strengthened 
the belief of his followers in his au 
thority. But Dr. Spengler until to 
day has persisted in his reticence to- 
ward the immediate movement of 
world affairs as soon in many re 
Aspects to confirm his views. 


Today Dr. Spengler in an 
inter- 


view with the New York 
Evening 


Post, took up the thread of current 
events, carried it forward on 
the 


spindle of probabilities and wove a 
"history of the future." Many may 
disagree with his conclusions. But 
Dr. Spengler's position as & philoso- 
phical mentor of the newly awaken- 
ed national spirit In Germany makes 
his observations of peculiar signifi- 
cance. 


Over teacups in his Munich home, 


Dr. Spengler developed his 
thesis 


that the "Western world today has 
entered a period of economic war- 
fare so severe, so suicidal that un- 
less an armistice is quickly called 
the ruin of our civilization will be- 
come unavoidable. 


"This economic 
competition 
in 


which the world today is engaged,' 
set forth the professor, "can be call- 
ed by no other name than war, anc 
it is in fact only a continuation of 
the conflict of 1914-18, with the im- 
portant difference- that from 1914 to 
1918 one group of nations was align- 
ed against another group of nations, 
whereas today, for the time being 
every nation is aligned against ev- 
ery other nation. The alignment of 
l he future is still obscure, but indica- 
tions are not lacking that unless the 
United States takes 
advantage of 


the supreme opportunity it has now 
the. alignment may be 
something 


very much like the world 
against 


America. 


Asks About Immediate Future- 
"The movement toward autarchy, 


toward the erection of customs and 
trade barriers that tend in the- di- 
i ection of making every nation com- 
pletely independent and 
isolated 


from every other nation is nothing 
but a form of warfare. If this war- 
fare continues the nations that are 
taking- part in it will be easy victims 
of those nations that have remained 
outside the conflict. I reckon these 
nations to be Japan and the Soviet 
Union."

asked about the immediate future of 
Germany and France.

The tacit meaning 
i « C his remarks waa that France 
can only maintain her dominance 
over Germany by force, by making 
Germany a colony, but that French 
circumstances and French character 
make it impossible for France to 
carry out this ruthles policy in the 
race of a. disapproving world and a 
united national Germany. 


Germany, in other words, can af- 


ford now to revolt against the trea- 
ty. 


"If France ceases to get 1,000,000,- 


000 gold francs a year she must re- 
duce her armaments," 
expatiated 


the professor. "This Is the real key 
1o the French attitude toward repar- 
ations. But 50 per cent of French 
heavy industry is dependent upon

armaments. 


French heavy Industry controls the 
money bags. The French politicians 
who voluntarily accepted cancella- 
1 ion would be forsaken by the finan- 
ciers. 


Can't Prevent Cancellation 


"These financiers of French heavy 


industry could tolerate the repara- 
lions moratorium, because. If for ex- 
ample it were agreed that for three 
j ears Germany should pay no more 
reparations, 
the French 
Govern- 


ment would Issue an internal loan 
to raise the equivalent of the repara- 
tions over those three years, and 
with this money continue to suoply 
f h French armament industry with 
orders. 


"These loans would be, in effect, 


mortgages on 
the 
resumption of 


reparations payments after 
three 


•v ears. 
If the reparations were can- 


( oiled for good, this method of fi- 
nancing armament 
would 
not be 


feasible. 


"Theiefore no French 
politician 


could afford \oluntarily to agree to 
the cancellation of reparations. But 


that h« will tolerate a possibility of 
its repetition. 


"For you," the professor empha- 


sized, "it is important to remember

TOBACCO TAX 


Experts Think Higher Tax 


May Mean Actual Fall- 


ing Off in Returns

government a virtual partner in the

nances. Tobacco stands in a some- 
what different relation to the gov- 
ernment and possible taxation than 
any other industry, for the govern- 
ment already collects 40 per cent of 
the retail price of every package of 
cigarets. The question raised now is> 
whether with consumption already 
falling off the government would not 
be cutting its own revenue down in- 
stead of increasing it if the rate of 
taxation were revised upward. In 
other words the government might 
employ consumption taxes on othei 
articles not taxed and while the in- 
dustry taxed might suffer decreased 
consumption, the government would 
be tapping a new source of revenue 
and sharing -whatever 
income the 


treasury makes. 


But in the case of tobacco, the 40 


per cent tax in effect now has yield-

examined and the possible adverse 
influence on the latest data from 
the treasury 
shows 
a decline of 


about twenty million dollars in gov- 
ernment income during 1931 as com- 
pared with 1930. 
The cigaret tax 


brought the government about $359,- 
000,000 In 1930 as 
compared with 


$340,000,000 in 1931. This happened 
•without any increase in taxes and 
is regarded as a sign of the drop in 
individual purchasing power. During 
the same period the 
roll-your-own 


method of making cigarets increased 
but the taxes from that source are 
relath ely negligible. As between the 
two methods, the manufactured cig- 
aret and the roll-your-own, the great- 
er amount of tobacco is of course 
used in the former. But in all forms 
of tobacco use there has been a larg- 
er decline. The total decrease in tax- 
es to the government has been $21,- 
000,000. 


Figures Not Available 


There are no figures a\ai!able as 


yet as to what the diminished rev- 
enue to the government from cor- 
porations and individuals engaged in 
the. tobacco business has been on ac- 
count of the diminished business in 
1931, but here too a decreased con- 
sumpton takes its toll. 


One of the complications faced by 


the federal government is the ten- 
dency of some of the states to em- 
ploy tobacco taxes 
as a means of 


raisins revenue. It has been claimed 
that this decreases 
consumption 


and consequently 
takes 
money 


away from the federal government. 


So the argument on whether to- 


bacco should be 
included in the 


schedule of new 
taxes •will turn 


very largely on whether it is decided 
that the federal government already 
has approached the saturation point 
in tobacco tax revenue and that no 
matter what increased rate is put in- 
to effect the returns may be expect- 
ed to diminish. At present the treas- 
ury receives 6 cents out of every 15 
cent pack, the wholesaler and retail- 
er about 3 cents, which leaves the 
federal government and the produc- 
er receiving- 6 cents each—a parity 
which has led the tobacco industry 
to declare that it of all industries iE 
a virtual partner of the federal gov-

other.

THE GREAT ANNIVERSARY 
America is growing old. It is about 


to celebrate the 200th anniversary of 
the birth of its first president. 


It is a good thing for us to go back 


to those days that attended the foun- 
dation of this now majestic empire. 


As we travel that long road back to 


1775 we will see some wrecks. 


We will observe the deep ruts that 


mark the spots where we left safety 
and headed for the swamps. 


We will examine the grounds on 


which the nation floundered as it 
tried to avoid the choking conse- 
quences that came because of its 
blunders. 


And we will observe for the most 


part honest leadership; stubborn, un- 
yielding armies; fearless men and wo- 
men at home, in the shop, on the farm; 
all still guided by the principles of 
government that Washington and his 
band brought forth. 


But we should during this bicen- 


tennial of his birth review again those 
terrible years from Bunker Hill in 
1775 to Yorktown in 1781. 
There 


were more times than not that the 
Revolution was on the brink of a to- 
tal collapse. 
- Traitors, Washington 
faced,- who 


smiled to his face and sold him out 
behind his back. British money bags 
overflowmg with gold were opened 
to 
seduce 
the 
impoverished and 


threadbare 
colonists 
who spurned 


them to sleep with the wolves and 
perish on the battle field or drop with 
hunger to freeze ,in the snows. 


A well intended congress, pulled ev- 


ery which way by panic, added great- 
ly to his difficulties by offering mili- 
tary advice to this great leader who 
•knew that to 
follow it meant the 


slaughter of his men and the defeat 
of their hopes but who had the hardi- 


• hood to risk public condemnation "and 


all the petty torture aimed at him 
by little minds, and stick to his pur- 
pose of winning, not losing the war. 


No Roman phalanxes had he like 


Caesar; no battle-scarred and madly 
charging cavalry with complete ac- 
couterments and trappings whose on- 
rush was constantly attended with a 
predominance of artillery, like Napo- 
leon; no everlasting springs from 
which was furnished complete armies 
like Grant. 


But he had men imbued with that di- 


vine willingness to suffer any pain or 
hardship in order to create a better 
world for their children and to die 


' rather than bend the knee to a tyrant. 


And these men had this indomita- 


ble, 
steadfast, and undaunted charac- 


ter as a leader. 


And they both had God and trusted 


Him with a sublime faith that the 
right must eventually prevail. 


It was out of this faith and hope 


and through this fearful period of ges- 
tation that this nation was given birth. 


The government which we have to- 


day is the republic of Washington and 
his band altered only in a few details. 
It was fashioned by their hands. 
It 


was baptized in their blood. It was 
blessed by their moderation. It was 
crowned by their faith. 


A review of that period is good for 


the spirits of any man. It may tend 
to bring him a humility which will 
not hurt him. And he may yet harken 
to Washington's admonition: "The

be expected on a nation that disre- 
gards the eternal rules of order and 
right, which heaven has itself or- 
dained." 


termine a student's qualifications to 
continue successfully his educational 
work in the college or university.

RAILWAY WAGES 


Neither the clash of arms in the Ori- 


ent, 
the 
president's Reconstruction 


policy nor the Geneva conference pre- 
sents the significance and distinction, 
the solemn and stirring importance of 
the amicable adjustment of -the wage 
scale of railway labor.

ployes. 
In the hope that our action 


may Improve the health of our Industry, 
may Improve the cooperative relations 
of management 
and 
employes, may 


stimulate a revival of business and may 
advance the general welfare, we have 
decided to accept the proposal of the 
railroads." 
In agreeing to the 10 per cent reduc- 


tion for a period of a year and the au- 
tomatic restoration 
of the original 


scale at the termination of that period, 
labor has fairly met the situation with- 
out surrendering the advantage point 
of a strong position. In other words 
it has thrown the burden upon the 
management a year hence to justify 
the attempt to maintain the reduction. 
But in a larger sense, and of prime im- 
portance to the public itself, the con- 
clusion arrived at has sustained the 
powerful necessity of maintaining orig- 
inal wage scales insofar as it is pos- 
sible to do so. The less distance we 
tumble down the chasm the easier will 
be the return, and this becomes a 
sound program not merely because of 
its predominantly humane element, 
but because a fighting instead of a sur- 
rendering people will more likely ac- 
complish results. 


This peaceful and intelligent han- 


dling of the largest and most confus- 
ing labor-employer problem of 
the 


world marks the high tide so far of 
harmony and concord in such affairs. 
And since men are often influenced, 
if not led by precedent, its procedure 
presents an excellent standard for la- 
bor and capital in every corner of the 
country to keep staunchly in mind.

Countryside 
With Waste

Whenever I go about the country 


I think of how lovely it must have 
been before the people came and lit- 
tered it with ugly things—bill boards 
tin cans, old rags and bottles, ashes, 
any everything: else that they didn't 
want at the moment. It is too bad 
that be cannot live in a place with- 
out spoiling it. But it seems as 
though we couldn't. Grass is trod- 
den off the face of the earth. Trees 
are chopped down to make room for 
improvements. Lovely old rocks are 
defaced and the wild flowers blotted 
out of the spring picture they used 
to grace. Why do we do this? 


Every BO often we •who work in 


the schools are asked to campaign 
against the litter of the streets, the 
ruin of the parks, the injury to 
property that heedless people leave 
behind them. Children do not litter 
the streets as much as grown peo- 
ple do. They do not have the news- 
papers and the cigar stubs and the 
garbage that is strewn about the 
place. All that waste and little be- 
long to the grrownup people who are 
teaching the children by their bad 
example. 


Children do not chop down trees 


They do not pollute the rivers and 
despoil the woods. They do not nail 
gigantic signs on lovely old barns. 
They don't print all sorts of admon- 
itions on lovely gray boulders that 
used to grace the roads. They don't 
picnic on somebody's well kept lawn 
and leave the wreckage behind when 
they go. They are not responsible 
for half the mess that disgraces our 
town and country life. 
They are 


watching the grownups and soon 
they will be doing the same thing 
In the same ways unless we teach 
them better. 


I think that every course- of study 


should include civics and the chil- 
dren from kindergarten through uni- 
versity should have that course in 
full measure. I think it is time to 
speak right up in the classroom and 
teach the children that waste and 
litter such as they see about the 
roads, th.e streets, backlots. river 
banks, railroad lines, is wrong. It 
is an economic waste, a. social wrong, 
a spiritual wrong. It must be set 
right. 


We have ordinances and laws reg- 


ulating this but we still have the 
ugly condition. 
If we teach the 


children to keep the place, where 
they are, clean, beautiful, in its 
orderliness the next generation will 
be free of this nuisance. We can- 
not ask children to go out and clean 
the streets and environs. That ought 
not to be done. But we can teach 
them that a littered lot, an unsight- 
ly park, a dirty street, is a civic 
wrong. 
We can make them con- 


scious of tne conditions about them 
and inspire them to change for the 
better when their turn comes. 


The garden clubs are a great help.

Kansas City, Mo.—(CPA)—The firs 


month of the new year has shown 
little financial betterment 
through 


the farm country. Closing of a num 
ber of banks, some considered among 
the strongest in the southwest, has 
had the effect of increasing the ner 
vousness of depositors and 
sllgh 


causes start runs that are beyond 
control in many instances. 
Such 


happening is, of course, infrequen 
and confined to localities. 


What is of more importance is the 


gradual seepage of deposits because 
little money is available. It may be 
that the banks *>ave lessened their 
own volume of desposits by striving 
for liquidity but the natural impulse 
is to attain preparedness, regardless 
of profits. 


It is greatly to the credit of this 


city that its 
banks 
have gone 


through the last years without a BUS 
pension, or serious embarrassment of 
any of its financial institutions, due 
to the careful and friendly coop 
eration among the banks and the 
centering here of the business of 
six Important producing states. The 
fact is that the city banks are feel 
ing the strain less than those in ru 
ral centers which depend so greatly 
on the return of field and ranch 


_ both giving little income that can 
" be utilized in credit. 


Take a typical instance of just 
what happens to the average farmer 
In the fall of 1930 John Latham 
out in the wheat belt, borrowed $1,- 
100. 
He raised 3,000 
bushels of 


wheat, the principal output of his 
farm. Last summer, hoping for high- 
er prices, he renewed his note and 
held his wheat. This week he sold 
it at 38 cents a bushel, receiving $1,- 
140, or ?10 less than his note and 
interest. What did he live on and 
how can he hope to meet any oth- 
er debts? His land is all under cul- 
tivation but he can hope to realize 
little more yield. In former years 
he would have had $2,000 extra mon- 
ey—now he has none. He may re- 
borrow but that doeg not help. This 
is what is happening—together with 
withdrawals 
to 
buy government 


bonds, deposits in postal savings or 
hoarding at home or in safety de- 
posit boxes. 


The feeling of the western bankers 


is that the 
congressional 
action 


adopting reconstruction plans and 
aid to land banks is six months too 
slow—that if there had been posi- 
tive action early last autumn, it 
would have been a preventive of 
much uncertainty and stimulated a 
greater confidence in the. financial 
situation of the interior.

value of

debt, such bonds and notes, the 
rise in value being proportionate to 
the extent of the commodity price 
decline.

ed in the market price of the ne-

An understanding of these two 


irinciples is an essential preliminary

concerned, bonds moved in exactly

The inquiry is important 


not simply to justify the theory or to 
discredit it but for the making of 
an intelligent forecase as to what 
may be expected in the future. 


First then let us" see just what 


the relation is between commodity 
prices and bond values. The coupon 
rate on a' bond remains the same, 
from issuance to maturity. 
A five 


per cent bond pays the holder five 
per cent annually -without change 
up to the time the principal becomes 
due. 
If you own a $1,000 five per 


cent bond you are entitled to receive 
$25 interest semi-annually or $50 a 
year. But this year $50 will buy 
more goods than it would last year 
so that the value of your investment 
is enhanced to that extent and in 
asmuch as the terms of the loan are 
fixed the only way that enhance 
ment can be reflected is "in the mar 
ket price. If for example the bone 
sold at 90 a year ago it ought to 
sell above 90 now by as much as the 
increase in the purchasing power 
of the semi-annual $25 coupon war 
rants. 


There seerns to be no flaw in that 


reasoning and yet the record of al 
1931 points to a fallacy somewhere 
"What is the explanation? The flaw 
lies in over-looking two assumptions 
in the- theory, one that the bond 
holder is as a matter of fact certain 
to receive his $25 interest regularly 
twice a year and that he is con 
vinced of that certainty, and the 
other that there is always some on< 
equally convinced, ready and willing 
to take over his investment when 
for any reason he desires to relin 
quish it. Neither o£ these assump 
tions held during 3931 as will b< 
more detailedly discussed in our nex 
article.
